Applicant argued in substance Riddle does not explicitly say "storage of messages in an intermediate database". 
In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., intermediate database) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 
1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Moreover, even if intermediate database was part of the claim limitation, Riddle still provides proper teaching. 
Referring to Col. 7, lines 39-67, where specific application capabilities messages are stored in a storage location; Col. 13, lines 50-67, Col. 
14, lines 5-10, where the conference is being held on a conference server, additionally, Fig 2 displays text of the conference that occurs 
within the conference server. 

Applicant argued in substance Riddle does not teach transmitting setup information from the guest video game terminals to the database, 
solely in response to each guest's instruction. 

In response to Applicant's arguments, Riddle teaches database server hosting the conference chat in Col. 13, lines 50-67, Col. 14, lines 5- 
10, Col. 5, lines 30-35. The setup information such as "MemberReady" events are sent based on new members/guest of the conference's 
requests to join the conference, i.e. member ready to join the conference existing on a server/database. 

Applicant argued in substance Riddle - Battlenet provides no motivation to combine with each other. 

In response to applicant's argument that there lacks the motivation to combine Riddle-Battlenet, the fact that applicant has recognized 
another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the 
differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). In the present case, 
Riddle and Battlenet both provides centralized chat system. Battlenet further improve the centralized chat system to a video game based 
system, thus improving the functionality and interaction between the multiple users of the video game system. 
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
